Power, on a ſolid Foundation, and to preſerve and ſe- 
© cure the Tranquillity of Chriſtendom ; to protect and 
© defend the Protettant Cauſe, and promote the Honour 
© and Intereſt of his Brizih Subjefs. That with theſe 
© great Views, his Majeſty was become Mediator and 
© Guarantee both of the Barrier 22 in 115, 


and of a Convention made in 17 For the Execution 
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© of that Treaty, between the Emperor and the States 
© General of the United Provinces. That in the Year 
« 1916, his Majeſty concluded a Defenſive Alliance with 
© the Emperor; and in 1717, another with the moſt 
© Chriſtian King and the States General; the genuine 
© Deſign of both which Treaties, was only to preſer ve 
© the publick Repoſe of Chriſtendom, eſtabliſh*d by the 
peace of Utrecht, and to guaranty the Succeſſion: to the 
© Crown of Great Britain in the Proteſtant Line.” That 
© in order to fortify all the ſaid Treaties,and'to extingui 
© the War which the Spaniards had kindled in Italy, his 
© Majeſty, in 1718, mide a Convention with the moſt 
© Chriſtian King, for propoſing Ultimate Conditions of 
© Peace between the Emperor and the King of Spain, 
d between his Imperial Majeſty and che (then) ing 
© of Sicily, That this Convention was, a few Days aſter, 
* follow'd by a Treity' of Alliance between the Empe- 
© ror, the King of Great Britain, and the moſt Chriſtian 
© King, which, by their Miniſters, was concluded at 
London, and ſign'd on the 22d of Fuly 1718, and in which 
the States General were nimed as one of the ContraQt- 
ing Parties, (upon a Suppoſition, that their High 
© Mightineffes would come into it) from whence this 
* Treaty was named the Quadruple Alliance. That a few 
* Months after the King of Sicily was admitted into this 
* Treaty, and at length the King of Spain himſelf was 
forced to accede to it, which was mainly owing to the 
* generous Aſſiſtance his Britannick Majeſtv gave the Em- 
* peror in the Mediterranean. That there remaining 
* ſome Points ſtill controverted between the Emperor 
© and King of Spain, the ſime were reſerr'd to be ami- 
* Cably determined in a Congreſs, which was afterwards 
* open'd at Cambray under the Mediation of his Britan- 
nick Majeſty, and the moſt Chriſtian King. That by 
* Reafpn of ſeveral Difficulties, induſtriouſty raiſed by 
* the Courts of Vienna and Madrid, the great Pains taken

＋ granted either to the Engliſh or Dutch, which viſibly 
© tended to the entire Ruin of many valuable Branches 
© of our Trade, and was contrary to ſeveral folemn 
© Treaties till in Force. That thereupon his Majeſty, 
© ever. watchful for the Intereſt: of his Britiſh. Subjects, 
© had cauſed lively Repreſentations to be made againſt 
© the ſaid Treaty of Commerce, both to the Emperor 
© and King of Spain. That at the Court of Madrid 
© © theſe Complaints were receiv'd with Coldneſs, and at

© themſelves formidable: That theſe Meaſures ſeem'd 
© to be the more neceſſary, becauſe there were juſt

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Hypotheſis of our own; upon that Title, as others do, 
but appeal to the antient Writers, Facts, and Traditional 
Doctrine themſelves, and the Conſent of thoſe Writers, 
we eſteem the beſt Comment on the New Teſtament. - 

If any Perſon enquires what Perſuaſion we adhere to, 
in Point of Church-Government, that was in Being at 
the Revolution, (tho? it is not neceſſary that our Perſui- 
Gon ſhould be then in being, al] Proteſtants being equal- 
ly indulged, and no particular Syſtems being defin'd, or 
limited by Parliament) it is, that of thoſe who judge 
themſelves not to depend on other Congregations. .

reat Noiſe, we will give ſome further 
Account thereof in this Regiſter; but firſt 
it will be neceſſary to take Notice, that the King of France 
having thought fit to lay a Tax ofthe goth Penny, or Two 
per Cent, on the Eſtates of all his Subjects, as well Spiri- 
tual as Temporal, the General Aſſembly of the Clergy, 
which was then fitting, could not be brought by any Ar- 
euments the Miniſters could uſe, to conſent to it: Which 
Refuſal the Archbiſhep Duke de Langres, who was at 


the Head of that Aſſembly, in a Speech he made to the 
King, excus'd in the following Words: 


HIS is the firſt Time that the Clergy of yigir 
Kingdom has had the Mottification to ſeparate with- 
eut having concutr'd with the Deſires of their Sovereign: 
Nevertheleſs we dare hope, that you will find Proofs 
ef our Fidelity in our Proceedings. The Gifts of the 
Clergy of France have furniſh'd Abundance of Supplies 
in all the Neceſſities of State: Being always animated 
with the ſame Spirit, we are ready to make new Efforts: 
we only aim to reconcile our Duty to the State, with our 
Obligations and Duties to Religion, and to. give illuftti- 
dus Marks of our Zeal for your Majeſty's Service, with- 
bit kurting the — 1 6ur Church. 1 5

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The Court was not ſatisfy'd with this Excuſe, and a 
the 27th of October laſt, the General Aſſembly of the 
Clergy receiv'd a Letter from the King, commanding 
them to conclude their Seſſions that Day, and forbig. 
ding them to hold any ether for deliberating upon any 
Church Affair, whether relating to the Bull Unigenity, 
or to any other Subje& of Controverſy, on Pain of in, 
curring his Majeſty's Diſpleaſure in Caſe of Difobedi. 
ence. And by the ſame Letter, the Prelates who com- 
poſe that Aſſembly, were order'd to retire forthwith tg 
their reſpetctive Dizceſes. The ſaid Aſſembly was de- 
firous to continue their Seſſi under Pretence of ce 
ſuring ſome Propoſitions, and of ſettling certain Points 
of Doctrine; and it was apprehended ſuch Acts of thein 
would in the Conſequences have inflam'd the Diviſions 
and created new Diſputes to the Diſturbance of the 
ublick Quiet; wherefore the King thought fit by his 
Luer to order them to ſeparate. 
The Aſſembly obey'd the King's Orders and 
but fome Members who had previous Notice of theſe Or, 
ders, propos d to write a Letter to his Majeſty, which vu 
fign'd by the Aſſembly, ſome few excepted, and ſent ty 
the King. That Letter was very ill receiv'd at Court, 
and on this Occafion we ſhall give an Abſtract of 4 
Letter written from Paris in theſe Words :

HO the Duke of Bourbon expreſly prohibited the 
Aſſembly of the Clergy from ſuffering their Letter 
to the King to go abroad; yet ſo little Regard was paid 
to his Serene Highneſs, That Copies of it were frequent 
Iy handed about, in which we may obſerve that Eccl6 
ical Spirit which always cloaks its Intereſts with x 
Concern for God and Religion. Theſe Gentlemen talk 
very big, to ſhew their Reſentment for the Silence which 
was impos'd on them in the Affair of the Conſtitution. 
They ſay *tis none of their Fault if Hereſy prevail, u 
the Faith be in imminent Danger; that they were re. 
ſolved to ſhut up the Sheepfold of Jeſus Chriſt, to keep 
out the Wolves which would worry the Flock, and that 
therefore they would grant no Benefice but to ſuch as in 
their Examinations gave poſitive Aſſurances of their Sub 
miſkon to the Bull Unigenitus. And theſe Words with 
which they conclude, are a plainer Evidence than all 
the reſt, of the Spirit of Dominion which. is natt- 
ral to that Body: © *Tis from us, Sire, that 
© you are to learn what are the Services which the

This Letter, which is dated the 27th of October, the 
Day that the Aſſembly broke up, was ill receiv'd at 
Court, and the Biſhops of Angers, Chartres, and Soifſons, 
who were the Promoters of it, receiv'd Orders to retire 
to their Dioceſes; but the Biſhop of &hartres anticipated 
the Order, by ſetting ont of his own Accord the very 
next Day. Na more, the Count de Maurepas, Secretary 
of State, was ſent to the Regiſter Office of the ſaid Af- 
ſembly, and having caus'd the Journal of their Proceed- 
ings to be laid before him, he croſs'd out of the ſaid Re- 
giſter with his own Hand the ſaid Letter and their Reſo-

Duties, It is only fince 
the laſt War, that Britauny was ſubjeed to new Impolts, 
like the other Provincesz and your Majeſty permits the 
States, as often as they aſſemble, to proteſt. againſt this 
Innovation, as contrary to their Privileges. Neverthe- 


leſs they have always born with Gladneſs their Share ls

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the Burthen of State, and your Majeſty has no Subjefts + | 


more loyal and more zealous. But how greatly mul it 
ſurpriſe them to find themſelves involv'd in ſo extraor- 
dinary an Impoſition, which they cannot but look upon

Your Majeſty has no truer Subjects than the Britons; 
but they abominate all Innovations. Some of the Inha- 
bitants of the Biſhopricks f Rennes, Quimper, Leon, Tre- 
guier, and St. Briew, do nqt underſtand the French Tongue; 
and it will he very hard tor them to obey your Majefty's 
Will, for want of knowing it; and when they are appri- 
zed of it, they will throw up the Tillage, and betake 
themſelves to the Fiſhery and Navigation. 

The Land of this Province is not very fertilez Britany 
ſubſiſts altogether upon Trade, of which, Liberty is the 
Life and Soul. She is the Door, through which ſo many 
Millions were brought into the Kingdom, till the India 
Company, the Uſefulneſs whereof lies hitherto unknown, 
prohibited their Commerce. | 

We intreat you, Sire, to give us Leave to repreſent to 
your Majeſty, That it is your Intereſt to let us enjoy the 
ſmall Pitance of Liberty that remains to us, without 
which we ſhall be the pooreſt of all your Proviuces, and 
our Deſtruction will occaſion that of many others. 

It is not our own private Intereſt, Sire, that we have 
in View, in thus making our moſt humble Remonſtran- 
ces to your Majeſty ; it is yours we only aim at, and that 
of your People.

We 
pay the heavieſt Capitation-Tax that is laid upon hy 
Parliament; nor did we deſire to partake of the ſmall A- 
batements which were made to the People hereabout, be- 
cauſe we would eaſe the Poor. The greateſt Part of the 
Arrears of Rents upon our augmented Salaries, was paid 
us in State-Bills, cry'd down fix Months before. Men 
are ſeveral Years behind hand with us; and when we ſhall 
be paid, nobody can tell: But we forget all our Miſeries, 
upon Sight of what this Province ſeems to be now threa- 
ten'd with. Ip

pray*d to the Divine Being with all the Earneſtneſs pol 
ſible, to conduct our Steps, and regulate our Proceeding), 
to the End that aſter having had the Happineſs to beit 
our Teſtimony to the Truth, we might do nothing but

After having therefore deeply humbled ourſel ves before 
God ; after having implor'd the Light of his Spirit with 
all the Ardor that we are capable of; after having weigh- 
ed in the Balance of the Sanctuary, the Temptation to 
which we are expoſed, and conſider'd both in their Cir- 
cumſtances and Conſequences ; the Severity of a Priſons 
the ill Uſage generally found there; the Frailty of Rea- 
ſon, which would ſoon conduct us to abandon the Truth, 
as our Superiors flatter themſelves with, and do not bluſh 
to own is their Intent; Reports, whether true or falſe, 
of the Apoſtatizing of others, by which our Enemies

Drago, a Magiſtrate of that City: Which Abſtraft hu. 
ving been communicated to Cardinal Althan, Viceroy 
of Naples, he cauſed the ſame to be printed there, asfil- 
lows :; 


Moſt Eminent Lord, if 
_ HE Prince de Ruffitano, Governor of the City d 
| Palermo, acquaints me by an Expreſs, and by Le- 
ters of the 1ſt Inſtant, with the unhappy News of u 
Earthquake which happen'd there that Night at Four « 
Clock, according to the Italian Computation, and expref 
ſes the great Damage done to Buildings, and the terridls 
Confufion of the .Inhabitants, without giving anyP u 
culars, becauſe he wrote but two Hours after the deplo 
rable and tragical Event. He only tells me, that ſewe- 
ral Houſes near the Church Miſericordia at Caſſaro, others 
in the Tallowchandlers Street at Piperito, and ſome ti. 
wards the Foundery, have been quite overturn'd, and 
that it was computed about 1500 Perſons were bury'd ws 
der their Ruins; that juſt as he was writing, it vn 
reckon'd many more had the ſame Fate, ill News coming 
in every Moment, and particularly, that the Princel 
de Rocca Palomba, Mother in Law to the Marqueſs de, 
Marine, dy'd graſping her Nephew in her Arms. 

He alſo writes to me on the 2d Inſtant, and by an Er 
preſs (the Circumſtances juſt then beginning to be known) 
that ſeveral Quarters of the Town were in great Danger, 
eſpecially that from the Gate to the Plain of Piperits 

at on the Sea Side the whole Iſland of Houſes which 

fronts the great Street of Caſſaro, beginning at the oli 

Corner of the Church of Porto Saluo, and ending at that 

of St. John of the Neopolitans, was entirely overturn's 

and that by the Help of ſeveral Workmen whom the Go 

vernor had ſent thither, they had the good Luck - — 
ev 
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reversl living Perſons out of Ruins, together with the 
dead ; whichfwas alſo done in ſeveral other Parts of the 
Town, efpecially in the Streets of the Cheeſemongers 
and Furbiſhers in the Plain of Daxern, and from the 
Fleſh-Market, as far as * where there is ſcarce a 
Building left ſtanding; He adds, that from the Street de 
Logs, to that of the Milkmen, and to the Convent of 
Miſericordia, the Ruins are enough to fetch Tears from 
all Beholders, whole Kanks of Houſes and Shops being 
wown down and-reduc'd to Heaps of Rubbiſh : That 
he Damage is altogether as great at the Palace of the 
Duke of - Montalba, where the ſecond Story fell, and 
aud many of the Domeſticks to Death. It was much 

ſame in the Streets of Ferrara and Giardinazzo, 
here the Convent and Church of the Reform'd Au- 
uſtins were very much damag'd, but none of the Fryars 
yd. That the Front of the Marqueſs de Rufacai's Houſe 
upon a Centinel of the German Piquet and cruſh'd him 
o Pieces, That the Damage is not to be computed in 
he Places already mentionꝰd; the Royal Palace has far'd 
nuch worſe than the reſt, it being us it were uninhabita- 
le, the Galleries, Halls, Oc. being quite thrown down, 
he Stair-Caſe laid open, the great Hall broke through 
by a Chain which tell upon it of Twelve Hundred 
Weight, the Houſes which were upon the great Gallery 
m ready to fall, and are actually abandon'd by the In- 
abitants. - In ſhort one whole Side of the Tennis-Court 
all is thrown down, and the Roof of the Cathedral car-

any Appearance of bad Weather; that about Four 
Clock in the Evening, two Chevrons of Fire were ſe 
one towards la Rennelle, the other towards Cape Zafr 
which drew over the Town, from whence after a 6 
Minutes, they were born towards the Sea with ſo mu 
Violence, that there they ſunk into the Water, and we 
no more ſeen, This is the Account given by the Cre:

miſs'd being deſtroy'd by it in their Paſſage, in whis 
they ſaw the Bottom of the Sea, at the Place whiz

ders to the Count of Saxony, to ſend him forthwith the 
Act of Election, with all other Papers relating there. 
to, but had not yet receiv'd an Anſwer; and that upon 
the Nuncio's Requeſt, he had repeated the ſame Order, 
but that a reaſonable Time was requir'd for receiving 
that Anſwer: That however, if the Count of Saxay's 
Letter ſhould not prove anſwerable to the Submiſſion he 
owes to his Command, his Majeſty would enter into ull 
the Meaſures the Republick ſhould think fit. 


This Reſolution having pretty well ſatisfy'*d the Cham 


ber, they agreed to demand a Prolongation of the Diet for 
a'Fortnight, except M. Lubienecki, Nuncio of Czernichs 
via, who' oppos'd it with ſo much Obftinacy, that mo 
of the Nuncio's threaten'd to cut him in Pieces, and 
throw him out of the Windows, if he perſiſted inexpoſing 
the whole Republick to the dangerous Conſequences the 
breaking off of the Diet might be attended with, the n. 
ther, fince his pretending the King ſhould that very Day 
communicate unto them the Act of Election, was altoge- 
ther abſurd and impoſliblez ſo that partly by theſe 
Menaces, and partly by Intreaties and Promiſes, this 
Nuncio was at length prevail'd upon to conform. Upn 
which, the Marſhal, being back'd by the Senate, having 
obtain'd the King's A pprobation for prolonging the Diet 
for a Fortnight, provided it ſhould not be afterwards pro 
Jong'd any more, adjourn'd the Houſe to the 2gth, and 
told them at the ſame Time, that the Conferences of the 
Provinces ſhould continue the very next Day. 

The Nuncio's having met gala the 29th of October, 
according to their laſt Adjournment, Major-General 0 
zarowsk', who was at the Head of the Deputation, ſent 
to the Pruſſian Miniſter, reported, That M. Swerin ex- 
preſs'd his Readineſs to procure a Redreſs of the Gre 
vances complain'd of, but his Power being limited, he 
could only take that Matter ad Referendum : That in the 
mean Time he produc'd Copies of very ſevere Orders 
the King his Mafter had given to his Officers to _ 
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ſuture from ſuch like Violences. But this Nun- 
— that Experience having ſufficiently ſhew'd 
how little ſuch Orders were executed, he was of Opi- 
nion that Troops and even the Guards ſhould be poſted on 
the Frontiers. Aſter this Report, M. Eperiaz,, Nuncio of 
Samgitia, inſiſted upon trying thoſe who on Saturday roſe 
up againſt the Nuncio of (ur nichou, becauſe ſuch a vio- 
ent Proceeding did ſtrike at the Freedom of voting; but 
he was oppos'd by the Nuncio Poniatowski, who ſhew'd, 
that the Welfare ef the Country and the Succeſs of the 
Diet did then lie at Stake, and if he perſiſted in this 
Motion, he would ſtop the Proceedings of the Houſe. ' 
To which the former reply'd, that unleſs he be com- 
ply'd with, he would do the ſame on his Side, But they 
were both reconcil'd -ypon the Report brought into the 
Houſe that a Fire was broke out in the City, which made 
the Marſhal adjourn the Houſe. | 

On the zoth, they read Part of the Projeft of the Con ·

hat beſides, this State by borrowing the ſaid Troops, 
might put itſelf in a Poſture, by the Aſſiſtance of its 
Ulies, to defend its juſt Rights, and to balffle eaſily all At- 
npts againſt them: I hat their Noble Mightineſſes are 
horoughly perſwaded, that all the reſpecti ve Provinces, 
wing aſide private Views, and like good Patriots, ſet- 
ing only before their Eyes the Preſervation of their dear 
ative Country, will eaſily be convinc'd of the Neceſlity 
this Expedient, and will ſettle Funds for the Charge 
f it: And that their Noble Mightineſſes are no leſs per- 
mided, that the Country, and its Inhabitants, by God's 
erey and Goodneſs, are till able enough to furniſh the 
eceſſary Funds for their Preſervation. 
That conſequently, they muſt be anſwerable fo God, 
pthe preſent Generation, and to Poſterity, who indolent- 
let this Country and People periſh, for want of exert- 
lp the neceſſary Means againſt a Danger with which 
hey have been ſo long threaten'd beforehand, and of 
dich they have been warn'd ſo faithfully and earneſt- 
by the repeated Letters as well of their High Migh- 
Ineſſes as of the Council of State. That undoubtedly 
e Subjects, who never refug'd to pay chearfully their 
bates, how great ſoever they have been, for the Preſerva- 
m of the Country, will caſt the Blame vn the Regents 
Te only ;

ſerve on Horſeback or afoot, and the Infantry 46914 
Men, together 53926, but indeed hardly 50000 if we 
reckon only effective Men, which is the preſent Conſ- 
deration ; for from the 53926 Men, a Deduction muſt be 
made, for the Deficiency in the Troops of the Reparti- 
tion of ſome Provinces.,which for the general Information 
was mentioned in the ſaid Petition of the 1 1th of July laſt, 
and has ſince been made up in Part, but not intirely;

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And therefore the Council, having always in their 
Thoughts the bad Condition of the Finances, judge it 
peſt to proceed in a middle Way, that is to — — 
within the ſaid Augmentation Eight Regiments of Foot, 
making together 4800 Men, to be raiſed, or elſe taken 
into Service, or by both thoſe Ways, as ſhall be found 
molt practicable. And then the Council reckon the reft 
may be levied by Way of Recruiting; eſpecially ſince in 
this, and the former Petition, among the Recruits are 
propoſed 480 Scots, and 3000 Sui ſs, who come from Coun- 
tries where the Dutch Troops do not recruit themſelves.

39a Com- 
pany, for the 12 Companies of Guards, five a Company 
for the 556 ordinary Companies, the Scots therein inclu- 
ded; and 50 a Company for the 30 Companies of Swiſs 
and Criſons; by which the Guards will be reinforced with 
50, and ſo made up as formerly, 100 a Company, the 
ordinary Companies with 16, and the Swiſs and Gri/ons 
with 100 Men. | 

And the Eight Regiments of Foot, which with the 
Recruits are to make up the Augmentation of 10304 
Men, are to con ſiſt each of 10 Companies of 60 Men; con- 
ſequently each will make a Battalion of 6902 Men.
